Elizabeth’s Spiritual 
Knowledge 

We should observe in this pas- 
sage, the clear spiritual knowledge 
which appears in the language of 
Elizabeth. She uses an expression 
about the’ Virgin Mary which 
shews that she herself was deep- 
ly taught of God. She calls her 
“the mother of my Lord.” 

Those words “my Lord” are so 
familiar to our ears, that we miss 
the fullness of their meaning. At 
the time they were spoken they 
implied far more than we are apt 
to suppose. They were nothing less 
than a distinct declaration that 
the child who was to be born of 
the Virgin Mary was the long 
promised Messiah, the “Lord” of 
whom David in spirit had prophe- 
sied, the Christ of God. Viewed in 
this light, the expression is a won- 
derful example of faith, It is a 
confession worthy to be placed by 
the side of that of Peter when he 
said to Jesus, “Thou art the 
Christ.” 

Let us remember the deep mean- 
ing of the words, “the Lord,” and 
beware of using them lightly and 
carelessly. Let us consider that 
they rightly apply to none but Him 
who was crucified for our sins on 
Calvary. Let the recollection of this

2. My own life and the lives of 
thousands- of _others has been 
greatly blessed by the biography 
of Christian men whom God has 
seen fit to use. The life stories of 
George Muller, Hudson Taylor, 
John Wesley, Gypsy Smith, D. L. 
Moody, Charles G. Finney and 
Billy Sunday have been of great 
blessing to me personally, as they 
have been to thousands of others. 
So the account of God’s dealings 
and blessings on this poor preach- 
er may be used to bless others 
as I have been blessed. 

3. It seems to be clearly God's 
plan to use personal testimony. 
The Psalmist was inspired to write,

troubles” (Ps. 34:4, 6). David was 
inspired to write, “I have been 
young, and now am old: yet have 
I not seen the righteous forsaken, 
nor his seed begging bread” (Ps.

Those were the days 
before there were any barbed-wire 
fences and one could ride all the 
way from Fort Worth to Denver 
without going through a gate or 
coming to a fenee. The only fenced 
land of those times was in the in- 
frequeht wooded areas where it 
was possible to have rail fences. 
Rice worked some years there,

More and more, it seems, 
young people are trying to take 
on the sophisticated ways of the 
adult world. 

On the other hand, older people 
are working just as hard to simu- 
late the attributes of youth. Maga- 
zines, radio and television proclaim 
loudly or subtility an innumerable 
number of aids to make all 
feel and appear more youthful 
everything from skin creams and 
hair tints to reducing pills and 
“figure controllers.” It is consid- 
ered a special compliment if people

We Have Very Serious Needs 


Magazines are money-making 
private enterprises, but THE

try to make THE SWORD OF THE 
LORD pay its own way. It is true 
that we sell a good many books, 
and we try to make the books 
themselves pay for cost of publi- 
cation, labor, packing and postage. 
But actually nearly half of all the 
work we do and money we spend 
is missionary work in which those 
who are blessed and won to Christ 
do not pay for the help they re- 
ceive.

Chaplain General. We sent $2,000 
worth of free literature to Inde- 
pendent Catholic priests in the 
Phillippine Islands. And I have an 
earnest request: for $1,200 for a 
new printing in Korea, and an 
earnest request for re-printings in 
three languages in India. 


Many thousands of dollars go 
to send THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
to missionaries (as many as three 
thousand missionaries take the 
SworpD at once). Thousands of sub- 
scriptions go to national pastors 
who read English in the Philippine 
Islands, in Japan, in various coun- 
tries in Africa, as well as to some 
retired ministers in America, some 
ministerial students, some shut-ins 
who cannot pay for their subscrip- 
tions. 


Besides, we spend thousands of 
dollars in gospel radio time, and 
we expect to spend over $80,000 
for radio expense alone next year. 
That does not count a penny of 
salary or income for this editor of 
the Sworp, the radio preacher. 

So you see THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp is primarily a soul-winning 
missionary institution. We _ give 
away about -75,000 pamphlets a 
year and hundreds of Bibles to 
those who work the Bible cross- 
word puzzles. The @areful working 
of Bible puzzles does them good 
and guarantees their sincerity, and 
it is equivalent to giving them a 
free Bible course, with weekly les- 
sons which we ourselves select. 
Many send dimes along to help 
pay for the expense of the books 
and pamphlets, and of course that 
is not nearly enough. But we are 
making an important § impact 
spiritually on the whole genera- 
tion, particularly young Christians. 

So you see, in the nature of the 
case The Sword of the Lord work 
must be done, most of it, by the 
free-will offerings of God’s people. 


Some Immediate Needs 


We particularly need a great 
Christmas offering for several 
things.

God Cannot Be Known Per- 
sonally Except as Revealed 
In Christ “God With Us” 


But in all the manifestations 
of God through nature, God is a 
Being distant and far from human 
reach. The mind of man must 
recognize the existence of God, 
but the mind of man cannot dis- 
cover Him. “Who by searching 
can find out God?” It is not 
necessary, however, that man dis- 
cover Deity.

Of His own 
will He came eagerly, gladly, un- 
selfishly to die. Paul tells us that 


He, “for the joy that was set 
before him, endured the ~“tross, 
despising the shame,” and that 


it was for the death of the cross 
that He became incarnate. 


Countless stars bedeck the night, 
Countless beauties clothe the earth; 
Thy hand set those lamps alight, 
Thy Word gave all beauty birth. 


Fairer than the stars of even

When God in the person of the 
Lord Jesus Christ was incarnate 
among men, it was a complete 
identification of Deity with 
humanity—God in Christ became 
man,“in all points like unto man 
except that He only of all the sons 
of man was completely free from 
sin. The Lord of glory became a 
child of earth. How great a 
mystery! The tiny Babe lying in 
the manger of Bethlehem was the 
One without whom was not any- 
thing made that was made. The 
tiny, chubby baby hand upon the 
cheek of the virgin mother was 
the hand of Him who holds the 
universe in the hollow of His hand. 
The baby arm about the mother’s 
neck was the arm of the One 
whose everlasting arms are under- 
neath all things. The lisping words 
of the toddling Child of Nazareth 
were the words of the One who 
spoke the earth into being and 
who created a universe by the 
Word of His mouth, 

The knowledge of the twelve- 
year-old Lad in the temple as He 
confounded and amazed the doc- 
tors of the law, was the knowledge 
of the One who is the Author 
of all truth and the embodiment 
of all wisdom. The One sitting 
on the well-curb to rest, tired with 
His journey and burning with the 
heat of the day, was the God who 
created the world in six days 
and rested on the seventh. The 
One who paid taxes to Caesar 
was the One who established 
human government and from whose 
hand Caesar received the power 
he so often misused. 

In every point He entered into 
the feeling of our infirmities. More 
lonely and burdened, than any 


hand 
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other man was ever lonely and 
burdened, He prayed alone in the 
garden while His disciples slept. 
Thirsty, He asked for a drink of 
water beside the well of Samaria, 
and upon the cross He cried, “I 
thirst.” Hungry, He resisted the 
temptation of Satan to turn stones 
into bread. Weary and worn, He 
slept in the stern of the boat 
amid the storm at sea. 


Christ Became Man, “God 
With Us” to Die for 
Our Sins 

Christ was incarnate for a 
definite purpose. He came to die. 
Man had sinned and man was 
under the condemnation of the 
righteous law of God. The human 
race had sinned and the sons of 
the race must be punished. No 
man could pay the penalty for 
the sins of man because no man 
was himself free from the con- 
demnation of sin; but God Him- 
self, the sinless One, in the per- 
son of His Son incarnate in the 
flesh, paid the penalty for the 
sins of man. “For this cause,” 
said He, speaking of His death, 
“came I into the world.” 

God did not become man to 
teach man how to live. Christ did 
not come into the world primarily 
to perform miracles—to restore 
the sight to the blind and hearing 
to the deaf, to send strength 
coursing through withered limbs. 
The miracles which He performed 
were indications of His Deity, the 
proofs of His power. They were 
the flowers which blossomed in 
His footprints as He journeyed 
toward the cross. In the Lord 
Jesus Christ the power and the 
love of God ally themselves in 
satisfying His law and in making 
divine mercy available for man 
through His atonement upon the 
cross for the sins of Adam’s 
children.

Jesus Is God With Us All, 
Shepherd and Wise Men, 
God With Me 


The whole wonder of the In- 
carnation is this: it was for us, 
for you and for me, that God 
became flesh and dwelt among 
us. The personal application of 
His shed blood to our sinful hearts 
cleanses us; faith in Him imparts 
salvation to us. How wonderful 
that God should take upon Him- 
self the form of man, become an 
inheritor of the “ills that flesh is 
heir to,” suffer the ignominy of 
the cross; but how much more 
wonderful that He did this for 
us! The prophet Isaiah spoke for 
Israel when he said, “Unto us a 
Child is born, unto us a Son is 
given,” but of a truth he spoke 
also for us, for all men of every 
kindred and tongue and tribe and 
nation in all the ages and of 
every clime. To shepherd and wise 
man, to the lowly and the mighty, 
to the ignorant and the learned, 
God reveals Himself in the person 
of His Son. 

The stars were bright above 
the hillsides of Judea beyond 
where Bethlehem lay sleeping 
the drowsy sleep of its antiquity. 
Busy about their task of watching 
the flocks in the quiet of the 
cool night air were a group of 
shepherds, humble men, born to 
a lowly task of earth—simple, 
humble herdsmen. 

The cold, distant stars looked 
down as on a myriad other nights. 
There were problems to be faced 
by the shepherds—problems com- 
mon to all poor, lowly men of all 


times and all peoples—wives and 
children to be fed and clothed 
and cared for, taxes to be paid, 
a living to be made.

They could not read its 
mysteries, nor trace its planets 
in their courses, any more than 
they could explain the whims of 
the tyrant Caesar or of some 
stupid sheep. Their needs were 
the needs common to men—the 
need of peace and love, the satis- 
faction of the hunger of the body, 
and the yearning of the soul. 


So, on this night, as on other 
countless nights, they watched, 
as their forefathers had watched 
in other years and other genera- 
tions, the helpless flock. Alert, 
they glanced over the flock, won- 
dering which ram would be taken 
by the Roman tax-gatherer and 
which young lamb was perfect 
enough for sacrific. 


Suddenly in the midst of the 
silence that wrapped them round 
like a cloak, there came a sound 
of heavenly doors rolled back, the 
light of an angelic face, the white- 
ness of seraphic robes. Startled, 
the men themselves, like their 
sheep at the coming of some wild 
beast, stood terror-stricken and 
afraid until the music of the 
heavenly visitor’s voice poured 
over and around them in calm, 
soft melody: “Unto you is born 
this day in the city of David a 
Saviour, which is Chist the Lord. 
And this shall be a. sign unto 
you; Ye shall find the babe wrap- 
ped in swaddling clothes, lying 
in a manger.” 

And, then, from the suddenly- 
appearing choir, countless in 
number, came the _ antiphonal! 
“Glory to God in the highest, and 
on earth peace, good will toward 
men.” The stars paled in the sky 
before the brightness of the 
angels. Like a wind across the 
desert sand was the noise of their 
pinions, and earthward came, 
fluttering like down, a_ benison 
from angels’ wings. 


Hurrying to Bethlehem the shep- 
herds found all things as _ the 
angel had described them: the 
Babe, the manger, and the swad- 
dling clothes; and when they had 
seen them, they made known 
abroad “the saying which was 
told concerning the Child ... and 
the shepherds returned, glorifying 
and praising God for all the things 
that they had heard and seen.” 

In the East were wise men— 
sages, scholars, scientists. From 
their towers nightly they studied 
the heavens. To them the stars 
were as an open book. The planets 
in ‘their courses measured out to 
them the moments, nibbled from 
eternity by time. The comets were 
strange, heavenly visitors with 
whom they sought acquaintance, 
and who talked to them in a 
language shepherds could never 
understand. Faithfully these wise 
ones watched the heavens wherein 
were written in the burning fires 
of the stars the story of God's 
plan for man’s redemption. 

But on one night the heavens 
with which they were so familiar 
burned with the light of a new 
star—“His star!”” What a strange 
way to describe it, when all the 
stars are His stars, all the glister- 
ing suns chips and dust from the 
cuttings of the jewels for His 
diadem, swept out the high door-

But in a strange, peculiar sense 
this was “His star’; for this star 
proclaimed His coming “from the 
brightness of heavenly glory to the 
darkness of earth’s midnight pall.”’

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with the garment of humanity—a 
Star of Hope for the sons of men 
in the night of despair. And, mov- 
ing westward the star led them 
as they followed asking, “Where 
is he that is born King of the 
Jews? for we have seen his star 
in the east, and are come to wor- 
ship him.” To the shepherds the 
angel proclaimed a Saviour. To the 
wise men the star was the revel- 
ation of a King. How appropriate 
it was that to the keepers of the 
flocks, to those who raised the 
lambs for sacrifice, should be an- 
nounced the coming of the Lamb 
of God, the Saviour of mankind; 
that to the wise men seeking wis- 
dom and studying the wonders of 
creation He who is all wisdom 
and the Creator of all things 
should be revealed by an astral 
messenger, and that coming to 
worship the heavenly King they 
Should be ushered into His pres- 
ence by a starry chamberlain! 


To those with ears untuned to 
the music of the spheres, He sent 
a heavenly choir. To the shep- 
herds who could not read the 
secret mysteries of the diamond- 
starred script penned across the 
black velvet scroll of the sky, 
God sent an angelic messenger 
speaking in their own tongue. To 
the wise men He spoke in the 
language of their study and by 
means of a heavenly light. How 
appropriate the praise of the 
angels! How fitting the star! For 
He is the Light of light, “the 
true Light which lighteth every 
man that cometh into the world.” 
He is the Giver of song: “He makes 


the woeful heart to sing,” and 
puts a song of hope on the lips 
of sorrow and in the hearts of 


those bowed down with grief. 


So the shepherds came seeking 
a Saviour, and the wise men came 
seeking a King, and both found in 
Him the object of their search and 
the end of all their seeking. And 
the shepherds returned glorifying 
and praising God. The wise men 
in their wisdom went quietly away 
pondering in their hearts the won- 
der of God’s mercy. The shepherds 
went out with a song of praise 
such as those only can sing who 
have seen the Saviour. The wise 
men left their gifts of gold and 
frankincense and myrrh at the 
feet of the infant King. The shep- 
herds found Him wrapped in swad- 
dling clothes, vestured in the 


cerements of the grave—this In- 
fant born.to die. The wise men 
brought spices for the burial of 
a King and incense for His fu- 
neral rites. 

Laid in a stable among the 
beasts of humility and sacrifice— 
the ox and the sheep and the dove 
—was God’s little Lamb, the Heir 
of all creation, the Son of Man 
to die, the Lord of Life to reign!

of the dreams which were never 
realized in his own life. Aside from 
preaching, his principal business 
was raising cattle and horses and 
trading in real estate—which took 
much of his time for a good many 
years. While living at Decatur, 
Texas, he ran for the Texas state 
senate and served in Austin one 
term during the governorship of 
the Honorable Pat M. Neff. 

The subject of this book called 
his father “Papa’”’ as a child, late

changing it to “Daddy,” and con- 
fesses he reveres the memory of 
his father. who went to Heaven 


in 1930, even now. A little of the 
love, respect, and influence Will 
Rice had in his son’s life and min- 
istry is evidenced by the following 
paragraph in Dr. Rice’s book, The 
Home—Courtship, Marriage and 
Children: 


I remember with joy the rev- 
erence I had for my own father 
and my unbounded trust in him. 
I felt he was about the bravest 
man who had ever lived. I asked 


him the most unheard-of ques- 
tions, and I. took, without a 
grain of doubt, his answers as 


being absolute truth. When my 
father sometimes said, “I do not 
know, Son,” I had a feeling that 
if he would think awhile on the 
mattér or give it a little atten- 
tion he soon would know. If my 
father said a thing was right, 
I felt it was right; if he said it 
was wrong, then certainly for 
me it was wrong. I thank God 
that I have had few occasions 
even yet to believe my father 
was essentially wrong, now that 
he has been in Heaven a num- 
ber of years. In his affection, in 
his providing, in his punishment 
of our sins, in his kindness, in 
his counsel, my father was to his 
eight children the best earthly 
image we ever saw of God. 


It was at Custer School Com- 
munity near Gainesville that Will 
Rice met and courted Sallie Eliza- 
heth LaPrade. LaPrade is a 
French name and the ancestors 
may have been Huguenots, but it 
is not certain. At any rate, the 
LaPrades were solid citizens in 
Cocke County, Texas, when Will 
and Sallie discovered they were in 
love. In 1893 she became his sec- 
ond wife, his first wife having died 
some years previously. 


It was on December 11, 1895, 
that the second fruit of this union, 
John Richard Rice, saw the light 
of day. The birthplace was in 
Cooke County a few miles from 
Gainesville and the family con- 
tinued living there for some years 
while the father pastored a coun- 
try church, The mother’s 
and prayers have 
noted, but perhaps it would be 
well to observe here that the 
grateful father went to his Bible 
and heavily underscored in Luke 
1:63 the words of Zacharias con- 
cerning the birth of his son, “His 
name is.

River. It was there, in September, 
1901, that Sally Rice died, just 
a few months after her fifth baby, 
Porter, had been called to Heaven. 

Will Rice had just bought his 
boys a little wagon and his girls 
new dolls and they were playing 
down in a ravine with dolls and 
wagon when Cousin Georgia came 
to call them, saying, “Hurry, come 
to the house quickly!” When they 
began to gather the dolls and play- 
things and put them in the wagon, 
she said, ‘“‘Never mind those things 
we'll get them later. Come now!” 

They went immediately and out- 
side the plain box house the oldet 
half-brother, Jesse, a son by Will 


Rice’s first marriage, fifteen years 


old, leaned his face upon his arms 
and sobbed. Young John, hardly 
six at the time, did not under- 
stand why.

It stands out prominently in all 
the early part of her hymn. Her 
“soul magnifies the Lord.” Her 
“spirit rejoices in God.” “All gen- 
erations shall call her blessed.” 
“Great things have been done for 
her.” We can scarcely enter into 
the full extent of feelings which 
a holy Jewess would experience on 
finding herself in Mary’s position. 
But we should try to recollect 
them as we read her repeated ex- 
pressions of praise. 

We too shall do well to walk in 
Mary’s steps in this matter, and 
cultivate a thankful spirit. It has 
ever been a mark of God’s most 
distinguished saints in every age. 
David in the Old Testament, and 
St. Paul in the New, are remark- 
able for their thankfulness. We 
seldom read much of their writings 
without finding them blessing and 
praising God. Let us rise from our 
beds every morning with a deep 
conviction that we are debtors, and 
that every day we have more mer- 
cies than we deserve. Let us look 
around us every week, as we tra- 
vel through the world, and see 
whether we have not much to 
thank God for. If our hearts are 
in the right place, we shall never 
find any difficulty in building an 
Ebenezer. Well would it be if our 
prayers and supplications were 
more mingled with thanksgiving 
(I Sam. 7:12; Phil. 4:6). 


Mary Knew How God Had 
Dealt With Other 


Christians 
Let us mark, fourthly, the ewz- 
perimental acquaintance with 


God’s former dealings with His 
people, which the Virgin Mary pcos- 


sessed, She speaks of God as One 
whose “mercy is on them that 
fear him’; as One who “scatters 
the proud, and puts down the 
mighty, and sends the rich empty 
away’; as One who “exalteth them 
of low degree, and filleth the 
hungry with good things.” She 
spoke, no doubt, in recollection of 
Old Testament history. She re- 
membered how Israel’s God had 
put down Pharaoh and the Cana- 
anites and the Philistines and 
Sennacherib and Haman and Bel- 
shazzar. She remembered how He 
had exalted Joseph and Moses and 
Samuel and David and Esther 
and Daniel; and never allowed His 
chosen people to be completely _de- 
stroyed. And in all God’s dealings 
with herself—in placing honour 
upon a poor woman of Nazareth 
—in raising up Messiah*‘in such 
a dry ground as the Jewish nation 
seemed to have become—she 
traced the handiwork of Israel’s 
covenant God. 


The true Christian should al- 
ways give close attention to Bible 
history, and the lives of individual 
saints. Let us often examine the 
“footsteps of the flock” (Cant. 
1:8). Such study throws light on 
God’s mode of dealing with His 
people. He is of one mind. What 
He does for them, and to them, in 
time past, He is likely to do in 
time to come. Such study will 
teach us what to expect, check un- 
warrantable expectatjons, and en- 
courage us when cast down. Hap- 
py is that man whose mind is well 
stored with such knowledge. It 
will make him patient and hope- 
ful. 

Let us mark, lastly, the firm 
grasp which the Virgin Mary had 


of Bible promises. She ends her 
hymn of praise by declaring that 
God has “blessed Israel in re- 
membrance of his mercy,” and 
that He has done “as he spake to 
our fathers, to Abraham and his 
seed for ever.” These words show 
clearly that she remembered the 
old promise made to Abraham, 
“In thee shall all nations of the 
earth be blessed.” And it is evi- 
dent that in the approaching birth 
of her Son she regarded this. prom- 
ise as about to be fulfilled. 


Let us learn from this holy 
woman’s example to lay firm hold 
on Bible promises. It is of the 
deepest importance to our peace 
to do so. Promises are, in fact, 
the manna that we should daily 
eat, and the water that we should 
daily drink, as we travel through 
the wilderness of this world. We 
see not yet all things put under 
us. We see not Christ, and Heav- 
en, and the book of life, and the 
mansions prepared for us. We walk 
by faith, and this faith leans on 
promises. But on those promises 
we may lean confidently. They will 
bear all the weight we can lay 
on them. We shall find one day, 
like the Virgin Mary, that God 
keeps His word, and that what He 
has spoken, so He will always in 
due time perform.
